Dr. S Ralph Ha I low. foimer 
philosophy professor at Smith t'ol*

"Six months later my father died 
suddenly ftom a heart attack. The 
night of h|a 'funeral, while f was 
getting ready for bed. I remembered 
our conversalion about life after 
death, and our agreement. 


Can the dead rontart the living? 
Here la a case history, from per¬ 
ianal knowledge which may l^i..»w 
light on this provocvllve quealion 
Mr. L. J. is a aucv»a*ful buslneas 
man. mibdieaged. who .seivcd aa an 
officer In the fiee Polish forrea dur¬ 
ing World War II. Me haa a reaileaa. 
probing mind with a w-epllcal bent, 
lie calls himself an atheist. 

However, five yeais ago Mr. J. 
had an experience he cannot con¬ 
vincingly explain within the frame¬ 
work of hla atheism- This Is how ha 
told the alorv: 


“I menlmned It to m.\ wife. She 
told me not to talk about aueh spooky 
stuff and to come to bed. 

"Then It haptu-ned. Tliree loud 
bangs on the roof. Just aa if someone 
was up there pounding with a xlislge 
hammer. My wife's hair practically 
stood on end. 

"Almost Im’oluntarily, I said: 

" Is that you. Uad?' 

"With that, the door leading from 
the bedroom Into the halls slammed 
shut with tremendous force. 


These comments of Or. Hallow 
led me to rei-onslder an exiierlence of 
ours. My molher died 111 moniba aga 
After, her death I thought a great deal 
about her. and about the posiublllty 
of a contact from her. 

One morning, while dressing ilhls 
was about Iwif weeks after my 
mother’s death) t look my belt out 
of ihe rloset and found It aatoniah- 
Ingly tangled In a aeries of almovt 
unlieable knots. It took me several 
dedicated minutes to untangle It. The 
next morning the belt was similarly 
tangled only woiae. Try as I might, 
1 could not untie the knots. Kxaaper- 
ated, I complained to my wife.
